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To the Citizens of Orange: 


Agreeably to the demands of the Laws of New Hampshire, relat: 
ing to our common schools, I will at this time present you with this, 
my second annual report. I am well aware that I shall not b2 able 
to present you much that is new, but shall still confront you with 
the same old topics, which I believe to be for the good ofour schools. 

PRUDENTIAL C muirrcE: This is an office that should be filled by 
persons of judgment, and by a person that has interest in the schools, 
of his district and town, as they have as much responsibility as any 
one that has any thing to do with our schools, and uo one should 
have the office because it may be their turn unless he has the right 
qualifications. Elect none but men that will work for the good of 
all, and who are interested in the cause of education, and rising 
above personal feelings and selfish motives, secure teachers that are 
capable of teaching if they have to pay a little extra, as I believe 
that we had better pay one dollar a day to a good teacher than fifty 
cents to a poor one who will leave the s‘hool no farther advanced 
than when they began. I still advocate the practice of employing 
- the same teacher in the same school for a uumber of terms, when 
they prove by their acts that they possess the fitness for that school. 

It seems to be the prevailing opinion that the S 8. Committee is 
in the fault if our schools don’t come up to that high standard that 
they should, the Committee oug ht not to receive more than hisshare 
of the blame. If you will fora moment examine the position that 
the Committee is placed in, I think you will come to the same con- 
clusion. 

Teachers seldom present themselves for examination till about the 
t.me the school is to commence and of course have prepared them- 
selves for the task, and answer all or nearly all the questions preseu- 
ted to them and yet be unfit for the position of teacher. Aud the 
teachers may be entire strangers to the Committee, yet he has to 
judge of their moral characier and their capacity for the government 
of the school in so short a time, is there not a chance to be sadly de- 
ceived? therefore do not attach too much blame tothe Committee un- 
til you find them in the fault. 

Parents, | must again ask you to look after your scholars, see that 
they are regular at school, aud in season, as no scholars can meet 
with success as a scholar unless they pay strict attention to their 
school and studies. Visit the school twice during the term at least. 
It is with pleasure that I am able to report an improvement in the 
number of visits by parents, in some of the districts, yet the number 
is far too small, and [ trust our next Committee will be able to report 
a still better improvement.

It is with regret that I see so many young men and young ladies 
wasting their time when they should be at school. There seems to 
be a class of young men when they can figure out how much money 
‘will be sufficient to buy their tobacev and that other vile destroyer — 
rum, they are capital in arithmetic, and can profane the name or 
their heavenly Father, that they have become thorough in grammar. 
And there is also a class of young ladies, when they have gained the 
title of a first class flirt they have accomplished their desire for an- 
education.

And now commending the welfare of our schools to’ the supervis- 
ion of my successor x care of the community, I will return to all 
my thanks for your respect and kindness, and bid you farewell.
